Louis Transit Company and its miniature 
army of emplovees not vet tn 
notwithstanding the conferences held dur- 
ing the past week. Today, like the pre- 
ceding one, was devoted to conferences, 
but up to a late hour tonight no solution 
tending to end the fight had been arrived 
at. Shortly after 3 o'clock this afternoon 
the union and the 
transit company officials again met at the 
Planter hotel and continued in session 
two hours. The strikers’ committee sub- 
mitted a counter proposition to the one 
handed to them by the railroad officials 
last night, and which was rejected by the 
executive committee of the railway men’s 
union at an early hour this morning. The 
transit company officlats at this after 
noon’s conference in turn rejected the 
counter proposition of its employees, the 
hitch resting entirely on a clause which 
calls for the complete reinstatement of 
all the old men. After the adjournment 
President Whitaker, of the trans't com- 
pany, stated that his offer was final, and 
that it lay now altogether with the men 
whether the strike was to continue or be 
called off. 

The grievance committee at once left 
fer the westend coliseum, where the gen- 
eral committee of the strikers’ union and 
practically all the striking employees 
Were assembled in mass meeting. The 
proposition of the railroad company was 
submitted to the meeting for ratification, 
but up to 11 o’clock tonight the matter 
was eatill uncer discussion. It is stated 
that in case of a rejectment of the prop- 
osition, a sympathetic strike of all labor 
unions in the city or a labor demonstra- 
tion in the near future, will be discussed. 

The mass meeting ¢ the West End 
coliseum was attended#bwy 32,000 of the 
strikers of the Transit ocmpany. After a 
vigorous disucssion of the railway com- 
panies’ propsition it was rejected by an 
overwhelming vote. Resolutions were 
then adopted stating in effect that the 
fight now on betwen the Transi Company 
and its emplovees is one for the exist- 
ence of organized labor in St. Louis, and 
calling upon all trades unions and sym- 
pathizers with trade unionism to suspend 
yabor after the coming Saturday. 

A meeting of the labor unions probably 
Will be held tomorrow night to pass on 
the question of a general strike. 

At a late hour tonight as a car was 
Passing Grand avenue and Kossuth street 
it was stoned by a mob. Citizens on the 
car opened fire with revolvens on the mob, 
but to this hour (2.0 a. m.) it could not 
be learned whether any of the bullets 
had taken effect.

Baden-Powell's Work on Saturday Last

BOERS HARD PRESSED AT ALL POINTS 


The Canadian Contingent Is Pushing 
Toward the Besieged Town 
and May Be on Hand To 
Take Part in the 
Relief. 


London, May 18—3:30 a. m.—England 
etill waits with intense and almost breath- 
less interest fer news of the relief of 
Mafeking. <A crowd remarkable for the 
number of men in evening dress, and 
including many ladies, lingered around 
the war office even after midnight hop- 
ing for some announcemertt. Only re- 
luctantly did the people disperse, when 
the lobbies of the war office were finally 
cleared with the word that nothing had 
heen received. 

One thing secms clear, The town still 
holds out. Were it otherwise the Boer 
wires laid to the camps of the beleagucrs 
would have flashed the news. 

Skeleton messages from Lourenzo 
Marques, based upon information that 
leaked out at the Pretdria war office, 
show that the stormers Saturday fell into 
atrap. Colonel Baden-Powell permitted 
them to seize one fort and he then sur- 
rounded and overbore them before the 
large fo-ces near at hand perceived the 
stratagem. It was thus that Sarel Eloff, 
President Kruger's grandson, and part 
of his command were taken and fifty 
Boers killed. ® 

The Canadian artillery contingent of the 
Rhodesian force is now reported to have 
reached Buluwayo May 2d. The dis- 
tance from Buluwayo to Mafeking is 490 
miles. As the railway is open all the 
way to Pitsani, twenty-eight miles from 
(Mafeking, where Colonel Plumer is, the 
Canadians may yet take part in the re-

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WATCHING MAFEKING CLOSELY 


Baden-Powell’s Defense Is Attract- 
ing Universal Attention. 

London, May 17.—The closing days of 
the drama at Mafeking have been marked 
by intensity of dramatic interest, as un- 
expected as ft is out of proportion * with 
the forces engaged. The news that the 
half famished garrison was not only able 
to repel an attack, but to inflict such 
heavy loss in killed and prisoners as re- 
ported in the dispatch from Cape Town 
announcing the capture of Commandant 
Eloff, the grandson of President Kruger, 
and ninety of his men, makes Great. Brit- 
ain more than ever proud of Colonel 
Baden-Powell’s little band and increases 
the nation’s desire for their relief to a 
fever pitch. Lord Roberts and his army 
at Kroonstad and General Buller’s thous- 
ands forging oven the Biggersberg range 
are almost entirely forgotten. Every one 
is thinking or talking of Mafeking and 
the latést exploits of its defenders. Ru- 
mors continue rife that the relief of the 
place has been accomplished. There was 
considerable speculation as to what Colo- 
nel Baden-Powell would do with his ninety 
prisoners and whether the victory has 
not so depleted his force as to render him 
open to annihilation in the event of an- 
other attack by superior numbers. But 
Lourenzo Marques already hears rumors 
that these have been cut off by the re- 
lieving column. . 

General Buller is making good progress 
in recapturing the railroad and cutting 
the Boers out of Natal.

Taylor and His Course Are Fully Sup- 
ported In Convention, 


STATE. LAWS ARE CONDEMNED

The Blue Grass Republicans Meet in 
Convention at Louisville and 
Select Delegates to the 
Convention in Phil- 
adelphia. 


Louisville, Ky., May 17.—The republi- 
can state convention met this afternoon 
and after a session of nine hours with 
two hours intermission, elected four dele- 
gates to the national convention, four 
alternates and two presidential electors; 
indorsed the administration of President 
McKinley: condemned the state of affairs 
in Kentucky, chargeable to the democratic 
party, and instructed its delegates to 
vote for McKinley for pyesident and W. 
O. Bradley, of Kentucky, for vice presi- 
dent, 

The convention was called to order at 2 
o'clock by Chairman N. C. Barnett, of 
the state central committee. . The audi- 
torium was decorated with flags . and 
bunting, while pictures of President Mc- 
Kinley, ex-Governor Bradley and Govern- 
or Taylor adorned the stage. Captain N. 
S. Irwin, republican candidate for con- 
gress from the Louisville district, Was 
elected temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. ._In accepting the nomination 
Chairman Irwin talked at considerable 
length on state and national affairs. Hon. 
H. M. Yerkes, of Danville, national com- 
mitteeman for Kentucky, was appointed 
chairman of the committee on resolutions. 
There were loud calls for Taylor, Brad- 
ley and other party leaders. The chair 
appointed a committee to escort the con- 
testing candidate for governor to the 
platform. His presence caused the great- 
est enthusiasm. Governor Taylor referred 
to the condition of affairs in the state 
and urged that ‘‘the fight for liberty be 
continued unceasingly until Kentucky 
should be wrested from the state of disor- 
der and disregard to the people’s rights 
into which the democratic party had pre- 
cipitated it.’’ His speech evoked the great- 
est enthusiasm. 

Ex-Governor Bradley followed with a 
speech in which he referred forcibly to 
the state of affairs, invoking restoration 


so long disregarded in the state. He de- 
nounced in unmeasured terms the assas- 
sin who shot down Senator Goebel and 
said he hoped the guilty party would be 
punished, but not the innocent, 

While the ex-governor was speaking 
Governor Taylor sat behind him with his 
little daughter on his knee and as Brad- 
ley referred pathetically to.the criticisms 
made of Taygpr the latter buried his face 
in his hands and wept bitterly. 

The unusual spectacle of democrats ad- 
dressing a republican convention was seen 
when Judge W. H, Yost and Richard W. 
Knott, editor of The Evening Post, of 
Louisville, life-long democrats and sup- 
porters of ex-Governor Brown, were called 
for and spoke, 

After several speeches the convention 
adjourned until 8 p m. 

Ait the evening session the report of the 
committee on permanent organization 
recommending Senator DeBoe for pere- 
manent chairman, was unanimously 
adopted. Senator DeBoe took the chair. 
The report of the committee on resolu- 
tionS was made through Chairman Yerkes. 

The resolutions dealt briefly with 
national affairs. They jndorsed President 
McKinley and his administration and in- 
Structed the Kentucky delegation to the 
national convention for McKinley, They 
cited the importance of state affairs and 
set forth the party duty ‘‘to restore the 
right of suffrage to the people of this 
commonwealth.”’ 

They demanded the unconditiona] repeal 
eof the present election law, which was 
denounced at length. The course of the 
democratic majority in the late legisla- 
ture was denounced. The course of Gov- 
ernor Taylor, Lieutenant Governor Mar- 
Shall and of all republican officials was 
indorsed. 

The independent voters of Kentucky 
who had sided with the republicans Avera 
thanked. The positions of Senator DeBoe 
and Congressmen Pugh and Boreing were 
indorsed. Recognition ‘was made of the 
service rendered by ex-Governor Bradley 
and his legal conferees in their contests 
in the courts. ?

Senate Has Post Office Appropriation 
Bill Under Consideration. 


NO CONCLUSION IS REACHED 


All Committee Amendments Except 
One Agreed To. 


WOLCOTT MAKES A STRONG ATTACK 


Butler, Pettigrew and Clay Consume, 
with the Colorado Man, the 
Time of the Senate. 


Washington, May 17.—During practical- 
ly the entire session of the senate today 
the postoffice appropriation bill was under 
consideration. The measure was read and 
all of the committee amendments were 
agreed to except that relating to the ex- 
tension of the service was unnecessary and 
This created some debate and was being 
discussed when the measure was laid aside 
for the day. Mr. Wolcott, chairman of 
the committee on postoffices and post 
roads, vigorously attacked t@e committee 
proposition to appropriate $750,000 for the 
pneumatic tube service, declaring the ex- 
tension of the service was unnecssary and 
the appropriation a waste of public money. 
Mr. Mason, of Lllinois, quite as vigorously 
supported the proposition. The amend- 
ment of Mr. Butler, of North Carolina, to 
reduce by 10 per cent the amount to oe 
paid the railroads for the transportation 
of mail was rejected. 

A conference was agreed to on the na- 
tional appropriation, and Mr. Hale, of 
Maine: Mr. Perkins, of California, and 
Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, were 
named as conferees. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, offered and had 
adopted a resolution calling upon the sec- 
retary of war to inform the senate how 
many Filipinos had been killed and 
wounded since the beginning of hostili- 
ties. and also how many have been cap- 
tured and are now in our possession. 

Mr. Piatt, of Connecticut, chairman of 
the committee on relations with Cuba, 
said he would seek an early opportunity 
to reply to the speech of Mr. Bacon, of 
Georgia, delivered yesterday, not in op- 
position to the resolution, but to correct 
some statements made by Mr. Bacon, 

Mr. Wolcott, of Colorado, called up the 
postoffiice appropriation bill and its read- 
ing for amendment was begun, 

When the committee amendment appro- 
priating $750,000 for mail transportation 
by pneumatic tubes was reached Mr. Wol- 
cott asked that it be passed over, as it 
was certain to create much discussion. 
He said he differed from the committees 
on the proposition. Mr. Wolcott also said 
he opposed the Southern fast mail subsidy 
for the carrying of mail between Kansas 
City and Newton, Kan. The postmaster 
general, he said, never recommended the 
subsidies. 

A committee amendment struck out part 
of the act relating to the railway mail 
service and provided for 1,632 clerks at 
$1,200 each; 3,005 clerks at $1,000, and 1,937 
clerks at $900 each. 

The final section of the bill was a sen- 
ate committee amendment providing for 
the continuance of the commission to in- 
vestigate the question whether or not ex- 
cessive prices are paid to the railroad 
companies for the transportation of m: 
and as a cOmpensation for postal car ser> 
vices and all sources of revenue and all 
expenditures of postal service. 

Mr. Wolcott, chairman of the commis- 
sion, explained the difficulties encoun- 
tered, 

Mr. Pettigrew opposed the continuance 
of-the commission because, he said, it 
stood in the way of reducing the,compcn- 
sation of the railroad by at least $15,000,000 
a year. 

Mr. Butler offered an amendment re- 
ducing the amount appropriated by the 
bill for railway transportation of the 
mails from $33,870,000 to $30,483,000, and _ di- 
recting the postmaster general to readjust 
the compensation to be paid from and 
after July 1, 1900, for the transportation 
of mails on every route by reducing the 
compensation to all railroad companies 
for the transportation of mails at least 
10 per cent per annum from the present 
rate, 

Discussing his amendment, Mr. Butler 
said he proposed again to submit facts 
which he had presented to the senate 
three or four times before as to the ex- 
cessive cost of transporting the mails. 
He believed the postal commission which 
this bill sought to continue was a move 
to secure delay of the reduction of the 
cost of transporting mail. 

Mr. Pettigrew spoke in support of the 
Butler amendment. 

Mr. Wolcott characterized some of the 
statements of Mr. Pettigrew and Mr. But- 
ler as ‘“‘wild vagaries,”” which would be 
regarded ‘‘as preposterous if they had 
not fallen from the lips of so conservative 
a statesman as the senator from North 
Carolina.”’ 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia. resented the at- 
tack made by Mr. Butler and Mr. Petti- 
grew upon the postal commission. He de- 
Clared simply to name the senate members 
of the committee, Senators Wolcott, Alli- 
son, Chandler and Martin, not to mention 
the house members, Messrs. Loud, Moody, 
Catchings and Fleming, was a sufficient 
refutation of any charge against them. 

The amendment of Mr. Butler was re- 
jJected—1l1 to 41. 

The committee amendment appropriating 
the life of the postal commission was 
then agreed to without division. 

The committee amendment ppropriating 
$750,000 for the transportation of mail by 
pneumatic tubes was taken up. Mr. But- 
ler made a point of order against the 
amendment that it was new legislation 
and in violation of the existing law. The 
point of order was overruled by the chair, 
Mr. Frye. 

Mr. Wolcott addressed the senate in op- 
position to the amendment. He said the 
entire scheme of sending mail by pneu- 
matic tubes was covered by patents ex- 
cept the hole in-the ground, and that had 
to be obtained from the municipal author- 
ities. The scheme, too, was a monopoly 
and the service in New York, Brooklyn, 
Boston and Philadelphia was limited. 

The cost in the four cities for the ser- 
vice varied greatly and the service saved 
neither expense nor appreciable time. 

At some iength Mr. Wolcott discussed 
the efforts of the pneumatic tube people 
to secure favorable action, and sald they 
had “swarmed the senate corridors ail 
winter like bees in hiving time.”’ 

Mr. Mason make an extended reply to 
Mr. Wolcott. He pointed to quotations 
and memorials from trade and commercial 
bodies in Chicago, demanding the service 
and declared every postoffice department 
—_—— favored the extension of the ser- 
vice, 

At pe Dp. m. the senate adjourned.

Southern Industrial Convention Is 
Still Hard at Work. 


M’CORKLE RESIGNS OFFICE 


Compulsory Arbitration Forms a 
Leading Theme of the Session. 


RESOLUTION IS ADOPTED BY CONVENTION 


It Makes It a Felony To Strike or 
Boycott Pending a Decision 
from Arbitrators. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 17.—Immedi- 
ately after the meeting of the Southern In- 
dustrial canvention this morning Presi- 
dent MacCorkle tendered his resignation 
because of pressing business engagements 
and Hon. H. H. Hargrove, of New Or- 
leans, was elected president in his stead. 
Mr. Hargrove in assuming the duties of 
the chair congratulated the delegates on 
the success of the industrial conyention 
and promised his best endeavors to furth- 
er promote its interests. 

President Hargrove at once addresed 
himself to the business of the conven- 
tion and introduced J. W. Faxon, of Chat- 
tanooga, who opened the subject of 
“Compulsory Arbitration in the Settle- 
ment of Differences Between Laborers 
and Employers.” . 

General John T. Wilder, of Knoxville. 
followed Mr. Faxon. General Wilder did 
not believe that laws could be framed to 
give satisfaction that attempted to force 
arbitration of questions between employer 
and employee. He thought the greatest 
arbitrator was the law of supply and de- 
mand. He doubted whether arbitration 
‘laws would .ever be enforced, because the 
politician would stand in their way, just 
as they did now whenever trouble arose 
between labor and capital. He believed 
in the education of the laboring man so 
that he may have a correct understanding 
of the relations he. bears to society and to 
his employer. The discussion of the ques- 
tion was continued by N. F. Thompson, 
of Huntsville. 

After hearing various reports of com- 
mittees, the convention adjourned until 


the afternoon. 
At 2 o’clock p. m. the convention was 


called to ordér by President Hargrove, 


and Chairman John P. Coffin, of the com- 
mittee ‘on industrial interests, subinitted 
the report of his committee indorsing the 
project of the southern industrial expo 
sition in New York city in 1902 and cor- 
dially pledging the influence and support 
of the southern industrial convention to 
that enterprise. The report was unaml- 
mously adopted, 

The report of the committee on educa- 
tion, which recommended the appoint 
ment of a board of education to carry 
forward the work of public education 
along the lines of documents and litera- 
ture of a kind to enlighten the people on 
the needs of the hour for the advance- 
ment of southern industry, commerce and 
social life, was read and adopted. The 
president appointed as such board the 
following gentlemen: V. Ww. Grubbs, of 
Texas, president; Cyrus Kehr, Knoxville, 
Tenn.; J. N. Sheets, Gainesville, Fla., and 
A. S. Kincannon, Columbus, Miss. 


Professor W. H. Councill, principal of: } 


the Agricultural and Mechanical college 
for negroes at Huntsville, Ala., followed 
on the same question. Professor Coumn- 
cill’s address was received with closest 
attention during the entire time he was 
speaking and was greeted: all througn 
with most genuine applause. 

The committee on industrial develop- 
ment presented a report recommending 
“that every possible means shall be used 
to educate the public sentiment of the 
south to regard the negro @8 a factor in 
the upbuilding of the south, and that as 
such we should use all possible means 
to make him as efficient as possible and 
pledge him the fullest guarantee of earn- 
ing a living in every_honest field of human 
endeavor and protection in. his God-given 
right of self-support.’’ The report was 
adopted with enthusiasm. 

At this point the president introduced 
Mahlon K. Kline, of the Trades League 
of Philadelphia, who opened the subjcct 
of the coastwise trade é6f the south and 
how it may be advanced. Mr. Kline said 
this was his first visit south of Washing- 
ton and y& revelation to him as to the 
industrial ibilities of the south. He 
paid a ge s tribute to the ability of 
the negro, as evidenced by the address 
Professor Councill and explained the plan 
of the Trades League for increasing trade 
by means of a coastwise line of steamers 
from Philadelphia to one or more south- 
ern ports. The convention was wholly 
in sympathy with the proposition, but no 
action was asked onit. He was followed 
by N. T. Kelly, of the Philadelphia Trades 
League on the same subject. At the con- 
clusion of Professor Councill’s address 
the committiee on industrial interests re- 
ae as follows on compulsory arbitra- 

on: 

“We recommend the appointment by 
every southern state of aboard of arbi- 
tration composed of not more than three 
members, selected for their general fit- 
ness for the position, and free from po- 
litical influence, to whom all differences 
between labor and capital shall be re- 
ferred, and whose decisions shall be final, 
except that an appeal may Ile from such 
decisions by any aggrieved ‘party to the 
civil cougts in the meantime, making it a 
felony to strike or order a boycott or 
lockout, pending such décision in the 
courts.”’ 

The report was adopted without a dis 
senting vote, and places this convention in 
the lead to settle labor questions in a 
prescribed way and is probably the most 
important action of the convention. 

Alexander Helper, secretary of the Re- 
tailers’ Association of Baltimore, delivered 
an address on “Railroads, Their Relation 
to the Industrial Progress of the South,” 
which was enthusiastically received and 
greatly applauded by the convention, yr. 
Helper contended that railroads consti- 
tute the great territorial arteries of com- 
merce and business in general; that trans- 
portation underlies materia] prosperity tn 
every department of agriculture and man- 
ufactures and commerce; that a profitable 
diversity of crops without railroads ts 
quite impossible; that railroads prosper 
only when the nation itself prospers, and 
that rallroads foster and further al] kinds 
of industries. Mr. Helper contended that 
ralflroads were the backbBne of the south 
and that the vigorous and progressive 
south of today owes her activity and 
advancement chiefly to the railroads that 
traverse her territory. 

Mr. Helper also contended that the 
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American railroads fyrnish the best ser. 

vice in the world, at the lowest rates of 
fare, at the same time payine their em- 

ployees very much higher wages than 
are paid for similar services in-any othep 
country on the globe. Mr. Helper said 
that railway men like Vanderbilt. Depew

permanent organization of the conventj 
as a society to promote southern inter. 
ests. 

The work of the convention was prae. 
tically over, and after passing the 
vote of thanks to the gentlemen who 
addressed the convention and to the C ‘ 
tanooga chamber of commerce for now 
tality and courtesy, the conyention 
journed sine die. , 

The work accomplished has been effet 
tual for good and the institufion nas been 
placed on a solid basis. 


POSTAL FRAUDS IN

The second section ig to guard againg 
future troubles in the possessions 0V@ — 
which the United States has unquestioned 
control. It provides that the domestic e# 
tradition now in force between the varr 
ous stdites shall pe extended to the Phillip - 
pines, Guam, Hawali and Porto Rico, 

“This proposed legislatiyn.” said the al 
torney general last night, “is not in thé 
matter of a confession. I believe we al 
ready have sufficient authority to extra 
dite Neely, but I do not want 4g leave 
question in doubt.”’ 

While the attorney general is thus confl- 
dent that Neely could be extradited under 
present laws, his confidence is not shared” 
by some’leading international] lawyers 
who have examined into the case.

Picture Sent by Lawyer Is Not That 
of Loo, but Some Other Fel. 
low—The Question Now 
Is, Where Is Loo 

Shong? ? 


Con#itution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 17.—A very ‘peculiar case 
has arisen in Chinese circles in Macon. 
In February, 1899, Loo Shang, a China- 
man, who comducted a laundry and sold 
teas at No. 454 Cotton avenue, Macon, 
Ga., decided to go on a visit to China, 
and he obtained the necessary certificates 
as to his name, business and residence 
in Macon, which were signed by: Hon. 
Bridges Smith, then city clerk; John T. 
Boifeutllet and others, with his photo. 
graph attached. He then left for China 
and nothing more was heard of him until 
March, of this year, when Mayor Bridges 
Smith received a letter from him dated 
at Hong Kong, March 8, 1900, saying that 
he was about to sail for San Francisco, 
‘and asked Mayor Smith to answer the 
inquiries of the collector of customs at 
San Francisco as to Shang’s doing busi- 
mess at Macon. Later the postmaster at 
Macon came to the mayor with the in- 
quiries of the San Francisco _ collector. 
Mayor Smith answered the inquiries about 
a month ago. Today he received a letter 
from Attorney Henry Schautzer, of San 
Francisco, saying that Loo Shang had 
arrived, but the officials had refused to 
allow him to land,.as under the law a 
Chinaman has not the right to re-enter 
the United States who was connected or 
was tnterested in a laundry business pre- 
vious to his departure for’ China. The at- 
torney desired to know the facts as to the 
kind of business Loo Shang was engaged 
in at Macon, and he stated that he had 
appealed the case to the secretary of war, 
Mayor Smith has answered that Loo 
Shang conducted a laundry and sold teas. 
Attached to the letter of the San Fran- 
cisco attorney was a photograph alleged 
to be the photograph of Loo Shang. But 
it is not the picture of the Loo Shang 
whose papers Mayor Smith attested in 
Macon in February, 1900, nor {s the pic- 
ture like the one that Loo Shang sent to 
Mayor Smith in his letter from Hong 
Kong in March of this year. To add to 
the mystery of the case, when Mayor 
Smith went to 454 Cotton avenue to show 
the two pictures to the Chinamen who 
are operating a laundry there, they. sald 
the pictures were not of any Chinaman 
they had ever before seen, and moreover, 
Loo Shang had never done business there, 
and that they had been in business at 
that place for three years and knew no 
Loo Shang. It is a fact, however, that 
Loo Shang and Sam Ching were operat- 
ing a laundry at 454 Cotton avenue when 
Loo Shang left Macon to revisit China in 
February, 1900. The question is where is 

. Loo Shang? He seems not to be in China 
or San Francisco. Mayor Smith will try 
to unravel the mystery.

DEATH OF MRS. PHILL BYRD. 


WIFE OF ACTING ADJUTANT 
GENERAL OF GEORGIA. 


She Had Been Very Ill for Two 
Months—Funeral Takes Place 
in Rome Today. 


Rome, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Ella Leslie Byrd, wife of Acting Adju- 
tant General Phill G. Byrd, died at her 
home on First ‘avenue this morning at 4 
o'clock. Colonel Byrd was by her bed- 
side as she calmly passed from sleep to 
death. 

For eight weeks this lovely wife and 
tender mother had been ill and the fam- 
ily hoped against hope. Several days ago 
she rallied and grew better and brighter, 
and they thought she was going to get 
well, but it was only the flickering of a 
life, and this week she has been slowly 
sinking toward the eternal shores. Some 
two hours before the end she was con- 
scious and told the heart-stricken hus- 
band that she was not afraid, but grieved 
to leave him and her dear little ones. She 
then lapsed into unconsciousness and died 
without a struggle. 

One particuarly sad incident is con- 
nected with Mrs. Byrd’s demise. About 
one week before she died Colonel Byrd re- 
ceived a letter from DuPont camp, No. 
1225, Confederate Veterans, DuPont, Ga., 
Saying that it was the wish of the camp 
to elect Mrs. Byrd as their sponsor for 
the Louisville reunion, if she would ac- 
cept. She was shown this letter and it 
filled her with pride, and in the last days 
she spoke of the honor often. 

Mrs. Phill G. Byrd was Miss Ella Les- 
lie Reid, only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph D. Reid, of Philadelphia. She 
was a Quakeress, as are her parents. 
The family is of the purest English stock. 
being direct descendants from Sir Charles 
Leslie. Mrs. Byrd was entitled to mem- 
bership in the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion and the Colonial Dames, though she 
had never joined either organization. 
Some of her ancestors fought in the rev- 
olution. 

Seventeen years ago she was married to 
Colonel Byrd and they have been very 
happy together. Eight children blessed 
the union, five of whom are living. The 
living children- are Edna, age fiftgen; 
Glenn Ed, age eight; Phil G., Jr., age 
five; Alice, age three, and baby Mar- 
guerite, ten months old. Three boys are 
dead, one being burned to death several 
years ago when they resided in Nova 
Scotia. Mrs. Byrd was a beautiful wo- 
man, chaste, refined and highly accom- 
plished. She was the noblest type of wo- 
manhood, and was beloved by all who 
knew her. -She was about thirty-eight 
years of age. 

Her mother, Mrs. Reid, of Philadelphia, 
has been here several weeks. Mr. Reid 
is somewhere in North Carolina working 
a gold mine. This morning many of the 
most prominent people in theyeity called 
to offer condolence and mayvy messages 
from leading Georgians "yave come to 
Colonel Byrd. f2 

The funeral will take place in this city 
some time tomorrow, bit the hour has 
not been fixed, ow-.ng » failure so far to 
reach Mrs. Byrd’s father. The active

Small Lots Sent to Paris Grown In

IT ATTRACTED GREAT ATTENTION 


Description of Special Train on Trans-

can Cars—Invention To 
Prevent Accidents.

May 16.—(Spectal.)—Some 
Interesting faqts about the production of 
cotton in Africa and Asia are included 
in a report sent to the state department 
by the United States consul at Lyons, 
Hon. John C. Covert. 

Mr. Covert tells of the arrival in France 
of several small lots of cotton grown tn 
the French Soudan which have served to 
create much comment among French cap- 
ltalists, especially among those {nterested 
In the colonies. At a recent meeting of 
the National Agricultural Society at 
which the manufacturers of cotton goods 
hot only of France, but of other countries, 
were represented, these samples of colo- 
nial cotton attention, 

An Explorer’s Views. 

The principal speaker was a French ex- 
Plorer, M. Dybowski. has 
Great many years in Africa and its con- 
sidered an authority on that country., He 
spoke at length on cotton possibilities in 
Africa and Asia.

Fifty tons more are about to be 
shipped. It is coarse, but that is because it 
Was gathered by the natives from plants over 
@ year old. It should be planted yearly, which 
can be done by the system of rotation of crops, 
if deemed necessary. Cotton is like tomatoes; 
these two vlants may live several vears, but 
the first year’s products are the only really 
good on:s. 


Claim Inequalities in American Cot- 


ton. 


The best crops of American cotton present 
striking inequalities, which up to this time 
seem to have esx aped the attention of experts. 
These differences extend .ven to the seeds in 
the same capsules, which may have a good, 
bad or indifferent poia To make a judicious 
selection it is necessary to study, one by one, 
the ‘‘silks on the crests.’’ The failure to make 
this careful study accounts for the inability of 
the trade to furnish sufficiently uniform cotton. 
In order to estimate the value of each fiber 
(poil), its diameter, length, and _ resistance 
must be determined. The longer, the finer, the 
more silken and the more snarled the poil, the 
@reater its resistance. The diameter is meas- 
ured by the aid of a microscope To be of 
good quality, it ought not to exceed twenty or 
twenty-one one-thousandths of a millimeter. 
The resistance is determined by a very ingen- 
fous: apparatus invented hy M. Henri, of the 
Colonial Garden It ought to be between anix 
and nine grams. By applying these methods, 
the savants at the Nogent Garden have 
ceeded in obtaining the best seeds. whic 
gent to the colonies for propagation. There 
is every reason to believe that cotton will soon 
become a vowerful element of wealth for our 
colonies, and that its culture will be placed in 
@ flourishing: condition by the interposition of 
private enterprise. 

The total production of Russian cotton up to 
within a few years has hardly reached half 
of the total yield of the United States. The 
output of India does not exceed 3,000,000 
bakes, and that of Japan is hardly 300,000 
pounds. Within a few years, however, Russia 
has been striving to create an important cotton 
center in Turkestan, and she expects to se- 
cure raw material from that quarter in suf- 
fictent quantity to supply the mills of the 
metropolis. It is difficult at first glance to ex- 
plain the success here; the climate is severe, 
the extremes of temperature marked, rain 
is rare, and the heat is intense. But the ex- 
treme warmth of summer intensifies the power 
of. vegetation, and irrigation takes the place of 
rain. 

Another speaker stated that while he 
was in Moscow he saw many wagons 
Jjoaded down with cotton from Turke- 
stan. He thought that in the near future 
the empire of the, czars could supply the 
full demand of the metropolis. The Rus- 


gsians, he said, believe that within a few. 


years they will begin exporting cotton 
goods, The raising of cotton has al- 
ready created grfat activity in all the 
trans-Caspian country. 

The Trans-Siberian Railway.

One of these 
relates to consitions on the great Siberian 
railroad which Russia is building and to 
the progress which is being made with 
the work.

Floridians Fined for Trespassing on 
Government Property. 
Pensacola, Fla., May 17.—Special.)— 
Judge Charles Swayne, of the United 
States court, now in session in this city, 
has made a most important decision in 
regard to taking of turpentine from gov- 
ernment timber. James A. Bryan and 
W. H. Hood, of Santa Rosa, Fla., were 
some time since arrested by the United 
States marshal charged with boxing tim- 
ber on government lands for the purpose 
of procuring turpentine. The case was 
tried before Judge Charles Swayne, who 
fined the defendants $1,154.10 each with 
costs of prosecution and in addition sen- 
tenced them to serve one day in prison. 
The point at issue was that taking tur- 
pentine from timber was not a violation 
of the law, in that the timber was not 
cut. 
was and passed the above sentence. This 
question has never yet been passed on by 
the United States court of appeals at 
New Orleans. The defendants yesterday 
took an appeal to that court, giving bond 
in the sum of $1,800 each. If the decision 
of Judge Swayne is upheld it will affect 
the entire turpentine interests of this 
section, as it is understood that operators 
have “been reaping a harvest from tur- 
pentine taken from government. timber. 
The case is looked forward to with much 
interest. as the decision is considered to 
be one of the most important yet made in 

this district. 


DREDGE PENSACOLA CHANNEL. 


Contract Awarded to Mobile Company 
To Widen the Channel, 

Pensacola, Fla, May 17.—(Special.)—The 
contract for dredging Pensacola channel 
at the mouth of the bar has been awarded 
to the Rittenhouse-Moore Dredging Com- 
pany, of Mobile, who were the lowest bid- 
ders for the work to be done. There was 
an unexpended appropriation of $70,000 
which was originally intended to be ex- 
pended in deepening the channel, but as 
a depth of thirty-three feet had already 
been obtained it was decided to use the 
appropriation in widering the channcl 
from 150 to 200 feet. When this width is 
obtained and with the present depth, it 
will give Pensacola the finest and deep- 
est harbor south of Newport News. The 
contract calls for the work to begin at

Editor Constitution—Referring to your ar- 
ticle in your issue of the fourteenth, headed 
‘Pup Franklin,’ accompanied by a Httle de- 
scription of the man’s life and his picture, I 
have thought it well to say a word. Many 
times of late when discussing the use of al- 
cohol and tcbacco in excess, writers have re- 
ferred to the exceptional lives of those living 
‘to the M&ge of this man, eighty odd years, who 
have -used tobaeco ard whisky all their lives, 
and seemingly th excessive quantitics, and the 
young and thoughtless may be led astray and 
belleve that these drugs—even. in excessive 
quantities—are not deleterious. 

The human family are like musical instru- 
ments, and they vary as much. The aborig- 
iniles, the frontier man, and the rough moun- 
taineer, like this man, are differently affected 
by the drug, as d'fferent ‘as would be the ef- 
fect of a little dust or straw upon calliope and 
the fnest musical instruments. The higher or- 
der of eivilized man differs from this type, 
living under the high tension that the ma- 
jority of the human people are now living—go- 
ing by steam—talking by electricity—everything 
on a high tension. fhe finer instrument rep- 
resenting the higher order of civilization is 
easily put out of tune, the perfect harmony 
of the mental, moral and physical functions of 
man is the acme of health—they are easily 
put out of tune or deharmonized—ill health as 
a consequence. The least particle of dust or bit 
of straw on the strings of a fine instrument 
puts it out of tune, but you might throw a rat 
in a calliope and you would hardly know it was 
there. So it is with the use of these drugs; 
they differ very much in thelr effects. The 
aborigines, the frontier man and the rough 
mountaineer may take his tobacco and whisky 
and receive no apparent harmful effect, but if 
you, or one of his descendents brought up in 
the modern way, should attempt it, you would 
find you could not use it even in much more 
moderate quantities without bad results. The 
effects of heredity and environment must be 
more tHoroughly studied and understood. You 
may take a family of pigs from a highly culti- 
vated breed—say from Kentucky or Ohlo—and 
you will find short noses, short legs, broad hips 
and shoulders. Divide that little family, put 
one-half in a mountainous country and pine 
lands, leave -the other half with their origi- 
nal parents, and tn the course of a few gene- 
rations the noses of the former will be sharp, 
the legs long, sides narrow, and they will be 
hardly distinguishable from the original moun- 
tain hog. Nature bY degrees giving what he

The Annular Eclipse. 

Editor Constitution—I notice several commu- 
nications in your columns relative to the eclipse 
deseribed by Judge Hillyer, and jckingly al- 
luded to as ‘‘Hillyer’s ecliipse.’’ I have no- 


| ticed accounts of this eclipse elsewhere, but can 


only refer you to an article by Professor Simon 
Newcomb, in McClure’s Magazine for May, 
page 47. This states that the eclipse occurred 
in 1865. I presume that there was no other 
eclipse visible in the southern states. 

The failure gf astronomers to teke special 
notice of this @livse was not due to thé fact 
that it was a ‘‘rebel eclipse,” but to the 
more significant fact that it was ‘‘annular.’’ 
Durirg an annular eclipse nothing more can 
be learned of the sun than can be learned et 
any other time, while at least half of what we 
know of its immediate surroundings has been 
learned during ‘‘total’’ eciipces. 

Doubtless: an accurate account of the annular 
eclirse of 1865 has been preserved at the ob- 
servatory at Washington, D. C. Those faithful 
and painstaking men would hardly make so 
bad a break as one we find recorded tn Chi- 
nese history. where it ia stated that about 
300 B. C. “‘the astronomers H?2 and Hi were 
put to death by the emperor for failing to pre- 
dict an eclivse.’’ 

I might aad that if the man in the moon 
does (as at present slated’ let his shadow visit 
Zarnesville and Griffin and yet dodge Atlanta, 
the astronomers may 28 well tear up thelr 
calculations concerning his future. That will 
be the first step, and even Newton could not 
predict what matrimonial ventures he may 
make and what office he may decide to accept 
thereafter.

Rutabaga Turnips. 

Editor Constitution—I have often wondered 
why the Swede, or rutabaga turnip, was not 
more generally grown at the south. If farm- 
ers in Canada and the northwest can afford 
to raise these -rurnips and ship them down 
tere to market in our southern cities, as 
they do every winter, we surely can afford to 
raise them at bome. 

The wholesale wrice is usually from ! to 
1% cents per pound, which should give the 
grower from 40 to 60 cents net per bushel, 
after deducting barrels, freixht and commis- 
sion, while our Canalian friends consider 
themselves well paid if they receive 25 cents 
per bushel net. Another advantage we have 
over our northern neizhbors is that these tur- 
nips can be grown on land which has al- 
ready made a crop of wheat or oats, while 
they can grow but one crop in 4 year. This

seed bed. 

The rows should be laid off and the fer- 
tilizer applied at least two weeks before plant- 
ing. For this crop we need a high-grade 
fertilizer, cortaining a good per cent of potash, 
and should analyze ammonia 5 per cent, avail- 
able phosphoric acid 7 per cent and potash 8 
per cent. To make such a fertilizer take 250 
pounds nitrate of soda, 550 pounds cotton seed 
meal, 900 pounds acid phosphate and 300 
pounds muriate of potash. Put the different 
ingredients together in a pile in layers on a 
tight floor and mix by shoveling over three 
or four times, until the mass becomes an even 
color. In mixing do not try to stir up the 
pile in itself, but commence on one side and 
move the whole mass over into another pile, 
pouring each shovelful on top of the new 
pile; being careful to pound up all the lumps 
as they roll down around the edges. In this 
manner a fertilizer can be evenly and thor- 
oughly mixed. 

You can use from 600 to 1,000 pounds of 
this fertilizer to the acre, according to the 
fertility of your land, but the more the better. 
A piece of-light land, heavily fertilized, will 
grow better turnips than older land, which is 
really more fertile. The rows should be laid 
off-two feet apart and the guano spread by 
hand in a broad band, thoroughly stirred into 
the soil and two furrows put on it. A large 
shovel plow can be run between, throwing a 
furrow each way, and will answer every pur- 
aose. 

When you are ready to plant these ridges may 
be flattened with a roller, or leveled off with 
a board. Use the best seed obtainable. It 
will pay you to give a little more for the im- 
proved strains of purple top rutabaga than to 
use the older and cheaper varieties, as these 
newer sorts are much smoother and more 
handsome, and looks go a long way, you 
know. 

Plant as soon after a rain as the ground 
will do to work. If you have no seed drill, open 
the ridges very shallow with a small bull 
tongue and drill in the seed by hand, cover- 
ing with a rake. Try to plant during a cool. 
damp spell if possible: but if the weather turns 
dry and hot, it may be necessary to roll or 
tramp in the seed with the feet. 

As soon as the plants are up, run around 
them-with a small harrow and never allow 
& crust to form about the plants. When w 
started, go through and chop them out wre | 
hoe ten or twelve Inches apart; then after 
the next plowing, thin to one in a place. This 
prompt and thorough thinning is very impor- 
tant. Cultivate often, using a fine tooth culti- 
vator, which will leave the sround level, and 
look out for the harlequin bugs. At the first 
appearayce of these bugs, put some one to 
work with a can of kerosene oll and water 
to capture them and transfer them to the 
can. This is the only known remedy. and if 
prompt attention is not given this matter thty 
are liable to destroy the whole crop; but with 
Proper attention the rutabaga crop can be 
made very profitable.

POWERS OF CHIEF COMES. UP 


Chairman of Board Is To Give All 
the Men a Talk—Board Says the 
Men Are Abusing the Com- 
missioners and Each 
Other. 


The board of police commissioners, in 
a called session last night, declared that 
the police force was sadly lacking in dis- 
cipline and unless something was done to 
draw the lines a little tighter the whole 
thing would go to the ‘“‘demnition bow- 
wows.” 

The board met to try several patrolmen 
for insubordination and disrespect to their 
superior officers, and the testimony in 
some of the cases brought out some very 
queer facts about certain relations be- 
tween officers and men. 

It was after the trials the board de- 
cided that discipline was needed and that 
the chairman of the board must appear 


before all the members of the force and 


tell them that discipline must be had or 
there would be a tear up, the like of 
whith has not been seen in many a day. 
Along with this sensation was another 
which involved the rights or rather the 
privilege of a commissioner to interfere 
with the chief of police in the manage- 
ment of the force. In this matter Com- 
missioner Jones wanted a certain able- 
bodied policeman taken away from-a soft 


snap and the place given to an old and 


disabled policeman. This was opposed 
by Commissioner Johnson, who 
wanted the ‘chief to be chief.’’ Then 


Commissioner Jones said some of the coOm- 


missioners had been dabbling with the | 


chief's business, and when Commissioner 
Johnson asked him to name the dabblier, 
Commissioner Jones named Commissioner 
Johnson. 

First Trial Taken Up. 

The first matter taken up was a case 
against Patrolman Jim Shepard, who was 
charged with using impudent and unoffi- 
cer-like language to Sergeant Abbott. 

Sergeant Abbott stated that after he had 
reported Shepard for talking too long on 
his beat. Shepard came to him when he 
was off duty and said something about 
“mixine’”’ and “‘tying up.’’ The sergeant 
said Shepard seemed to. want-a personal 
difficulty. 

Shepard .disclaimed any intention _to 
wound the sergeant’s feeling and said 
he never said he wanted to tie up or mix 
up with the sergeant. 

During the investigation a patrolman 
repeated something he claimed Sergeant 
Abbott had said about the outcome in the 
city election this fall, and thereupon Com- 
‘missioner Fox exclaimed: 

“There isn’t any telling what is going 
to happen in politics.” 

This caused applause and much laugh- 
ter, 

In making his statement Shepard said: * 

“T saw Sergeant Abbott coming up like 
@ swelled frog with a snake after him.” 

Attorney James F. O'Neill represented 
Shepard, and he made a stubborn fight for 
his client. During the course of his re- 
marks the attorney saiu: 

“Atlanta has reached a stage when we 
ean’t have deaf mutes for policemen.’’ 

When the board went into executive 
session it was decided to suspend Shepard 
for thirty days, the two wecks+ke has 
already been off to count as a part of 
the time. 

One Officer Dropped from Force. 

Patrolman Tom Gallagher was tried on 
the charge of drinking while off duty and 
he was dismissed from the force. This 
was a surprise. as Gallagher had been a 
good officer for ten or twelve years, and 
this was the first charge ever made 
against him. The sentence by the board 
Was indicative of the storm which was 
to burst when the board began to discuss 
the matter of discipline. 

The vote on Gallagher was as follows: 

For dismissal—Brotherton, English, Pat- 
terson, Fox and Jones. 

For a suspension of thirty days~Wood- 
ward and Johnson, 

A case agairist Patrolman Ben Allen, 
who was charged with drinking, was re- 
ferred to the chief of police with power 
to act, Allen being a supernumerary. 

The board had got pretty well warmed 
up on charges and misconduct when the 
next four cases were called in a bunch. 

Cases were called against Patrolmen A. 
J. Ivey, Jim Shepard and T. P. Taylor 
and Bicycle Officer W. D. Key. 

The cases had been made on a report 
by Sergeant McCurdy, who stated that 
he had made the report to have a lot of 
backbiting and tale-bearing stopped. 

Chief Manly asked the board to punish 
the men if they were guilty. 

Four Up in a Bunch. 


“There has been so much 
éround,” said the chief of police, ‘that I 
Want a halt called.’’. 

It appeared that Key heard that Taylor 
&nd Shepard had been violating some of 
the rules of the department and he, as he 
thought, kindly told Ivey to tell Shepard 
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the quality of the cut glass sold in 
some dry goods and crockery 
Stores with the rich, 
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and Taylor that they had better mend 
their ways and do better or they would 
get caught. Ivey, in delivering the mes- 
Sage, unintentionally changed it some- 
what. It was like the ofd story of the 
three black crows. Shepard and Taylor 
thought Sergeant McCurdy had threaten- 
ed to have them discharged. Shepard 
was then under suspension and it caused 
him to be a little sore, and he made some 
unkind remarks to the-sergeant, for which 
he afterwards apologized. 

The board decided to exonerate Shep- 
ard and Taylor. Ivey and Key were sus- 
pended for ten days. : 

When the board went into executive ses- 
sion Commissioner English made 
Statement that unless something was done 
to shake up the department and get more 
discipline into it, the whole thing had 
better quit. He said members of the 
force were abusing the commissioners 
and one another, 

All the commissioners 


declared that 


| something had to be done, and the chair- 
man was delegated to make a talk to ail 
| the men and give them a shaking up. 


Wrong Man for Soft Snap. 


Commissioner Jones said he wanted to 
call the attention of the board to the fact 
that Officer Frank Whitley, an able-bodied 
man, was stationed at Piedmont park 
when there were several half sick police- 
men who ought to have the soft snap. ° 

Commissioner Johnson said he believed 
the board should let the chief run the 
force. 

“I am willing to that,” sald Commis- 
sioner Jones, ‘“‘provided the others will 
stick to the rule.’”’ 

“Name the man you have reference to,” 
said Commissioner Johnson. 

“Well, I believe you had Whitley placed 
at the park,’’ replied Commissioner Jones. 

Commissioner Johnson half admitted the 
charge, and Commissioner English said 
he thought the “beer was on Johnson.”’ 

A resolution was adopted instructing 
Chief Manly to remove Whitley from the 
park and to place Patrolman Mercer 
there,

Motion Was Overruled by Judge Can- 
dler Yesterday. 


GOES TO SUPREME COURT 


Bond Required of Witness F. J. Penn 
Was Not Reduced. 


A HEARING OCCURRED YESTERDAY 


Bill of Exceptions in the Hiram 
Sharpe Case Has Been Filed 
with Judge Candler. 


Motion for a new trial for James L. 
Baker, the man convicted of killing his 
wife and sentenced to be hanged, was 
Overruled yesterday by Judge John 8. 
Candler, presiding officer of the criminal 
branch of the Fulton superior court, The 
case will be carried to the supreme court. 

The history of the Baker case is one of 
the most interesting that has occupied 
the attention of the people of the county 
for years. Within a week after the even- 
ing on which he was arrested on the 
charge of having shot his wife to death. 
Baker faced a jury that held his Jite in 
its hands. 

After remaining out a comparatively 
Short time, the jury returned a verdict of 
Suilty, without any recomn-endation, and 
the man was sentenced to pay the pen- 
alty of his deed upon the gallows in the 
Tower. A motion for a new trial was 
filed, and affidavits alleging that the man 
had been of unsound mind from infancy 
were filed by Attorney Lee J. Langley, 
who made a hard fight for his client dur- 
ing the spring term of the court. 

A bill of exceptions to the overruling 
of the motion for a new trial in the 
Hiram Sharpe case has been filed with 
Judge Candler. Sharpe was convicted in 
the DeKalb county superior court of hav- 
ing murdered his wife in the lower part 
of that county, and was senterced to be 
hanged. @ 

His attorneys filed a motion for a new 
trial, and this was overrujed on April 
25th. According to the law, his attorneys 
had twenty days in which to file a bill of 
exceptions to the court’s ruling, and when 
the time had almost expired the bill wus 
filed. 

Penn’s Bond Not Reduced. 

The Penn hearing occurred yesterday 
before Judge Candler in chambers. The 
hearing Was on a pewultion presented to the 
court by Judge Robert L, Rodgers, attor- 
hey for T, J. Penn, the man’ held at the 
Tower as a witness in the Looney qase, 
asking for a reduction of the bond for $200 
required to be given befuvre the man would 
be liberated. 

Judge Candler declined to reduce the 
amount of the bond, and Penn will doubt- 
-less remain in confinement until the time 
of the Looney trial, which is expected to 
occur the last weck in the month. So- 
licitor C, D. Hill moved yesterday that the 
amount of the borid be increased to $5.0, 
but Judge Clandier declined either to makes 
the bond lerger.or smaller. No order was 
passed, and the Mlrter is practically in 
the same/stape as whet first came up 
for consideration, 

Following this hearing, Judge Candler 
expressed a willingness to take up the 
Loon2y case next Monday morning for a 
hearing, but both Solicitor Hill, who 
represents: the state, and Attorney L. Z. 
Rosser, who represents the detective, 
stated that it would be impossible for 
them to engage in the hearing, as they 
had previous legal engagements which 
would interfere with such an arrange- 
ment,

Committee Decides To Have City Pay 
for Readjusting. 


PAPERS TO GO TO ALDERMEN 


They Will Consider the Longino Res- 
olutions for Second Time. 


WEST PEACHTREE PLACE WAS WAMED 


Upon the Application of Residents, 
the Name of Powers Street Was 
Changed Yesterday. 


The sidewalks of West End won out 
before the street committee yesterday af- 
ternoon. The Longino resolutions, which 
were referred to the street committee by 
the aldermanic board, after they had 
passed Qouncil, were considered for the 
second time and it was decided to stand 
by the former action. 

Only one resolution wag considered yes- 
terday, all being governed by it. It was 
that one which provided for the relaying 
of sidewalks on Lee street from Greens- 
ferry avenue to the city limits, the city to 
pay for grading and readjusting.

The 
city engineer, Captain R. M. Clayton, is 
known to’favor the payment of the cost 
of readjusting by the city, and after 
learning of their positions; the commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon decided to again 
act favorably upon the resolution.

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MANNING TO THE SCAFFOLD. 


DUNCAN GOES TO THE PENITEN- 
TIARY FOR LIFE. 


End of the Trial of the Men Who 
Slew the Policemen in Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 17.—(Spectal.)— 
After heing out since 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon the jury in the case of John 
Manning and Frank Duncan, charged 
with the murder of Policemen G. W. 
Kirkley and J. W. Adams on March 27th, 
returned a verdict of guilty at 9:22 o'clock 
this morning in the criminal court. The 
verdict reads as follows: 

“We the jury, find the defendant, John 
Marning, alias Frank Miller, guilty of 
murder in the first degree as eharged in 
the indictment and fix the punishment 
‘at death. We find the defendant, Frank 
Duncan, guiltv of murder in the first de- 
} prep as charged in the indictment, and 
fix the punishment at life time sentence 
in the penitentiary with benefit of the 


doubt.” 

When the vgrdict was read the court- 
room was packed with spectators and an 
air of subdued excitement nervaded the 
crowd. The prisoners sat motionless, 27aZ- 


Tin nto the faces of the jurors while | 
py weet eflence prevafied. 


Manning did not change*his expression 
in the least unon hearing _the words 
which pronounced his doom. He evidently 
expected the verdict which was returnet 
Duncan flushed slirhtly as he heard his 
sentence and leaned forward to speak to 
his wife. As the reading was concluded 
Mrs. Duncan sprang to her feet and 
facing the jurv exclaimed in a loud voice, 
“You convict an innocent man, too, when 
you convict him.” 

Judee Greene ordered her to remain 
quiet and she subsided, but it was evi- 
dent that the woman was very much 
wrought up over her husband's convic- 
tion. The furv was then discharged and 
the prisoners were returned to the fail. 

As soon as quiet had been restored, At- 
torney Joseph H. Montgomery, who rep- 
resented Manning, gave notice that he 
would apply for a new trial, and motion 
for it will probably be argued on Satur- 
dav next. If this is denied an appeal 
will be taken to the supreme court. Dun- 
can™® case will be treated in the same 
manner. The appeal will be based largely 
on the contention that the lower court 
was in error in admitting testimony con- 
cerning the robbery of the Standard Oil 
Company’s office in the murder trial. 
This evidence, it is contended. should not 
have been admitted, it not being part 
of the subject matter under consideration 
under the indictment for murder. The 
trial which has fust concluded after be- 
ing on for ten days was for the murdcr 
of Officer Adams only. Both men are 
also under indictment for the murder of 
Officer Kirkley, and this case is yet to be 
tried. In the trial thus ended it was 
proven conclusively that Manning, who 
was in Adams's charge, shot and killed 
Adams and also shot at Kirkley. It was 
also proven that Duncan was the prisoner 
with Kirkley, but it was not proven that 
he fired the shot which inflicted a mortal 
wound upon Kirkley. If, upon the trial 
for the Kirkley murder, the dying state- 
ment of Kirkley shows that Duncan was 
the man who fired on him, the guilt of

Below is the full text of the sermon 
delivered yesterday before the genera] as- 
sembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
church by the retiring moderator, Rev. J. 
F. Cannon, D.D., of St. Louis: 

““He saith unto him the third time, 
Son of Jonas, lovest thou 
Srieved because he 
time, Lovest 
Him, Lord, 
knowest 


Simon, 
me? Peter was 
eaid unto him the third 
thou me? And he gaid unto 
thou knowest all things; thou 
that I love thee. Jesus raith unto 
him, Feed my sheep."’"—John xxi, 17. 

For the third time after his resurrection from 
the dead, Jesus here showed Himself to His 
disciples as a companyr They 
their craft 


had resumed 
and after a night 
of fruitless toil, through the dim light of the 
dawn, they saw Him standing on the shore, 
but they knew not that it was He. Acting 
under His directions to cast thelr net on the 
right side of the ship, they took a great draught 
of fishes. This unwonted suveess sugcested to 
them that the stranger on the shore was nune 
other than their risen Lord, who on a former 
occasion had guided them to a like success, 
As soon as he was convinced of -this, Peter 
threw himself into the water and made his 
Way to the land that he might be the first 
to greet his Master. After. the other disciples 
had come ashore dragging their net and they 
had breakfasted together on the beach, Jesus 
Singled Peter out and engaged him tn this 
touching dialogue. Threo times in sticcession 
he proposed to-him the heart-searching quos- 
tion of my text, ‘‘Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me?’ Thera was rearon, as Peter’s con- 
sclence would bear witness, why he should 
be so questioned.

He had on a former oceca- 
tion professed the stroagest affection for Christ 
—an affection surpassing that of others, and one 
which would stand the severest test. Rut his 
after conduct had been euch as to throw ¢ert- 
ous doubt upon this rrofession. In the hall 
of ludement when his Master wan on teat fob 
His life, he had disavowed not anly all love 
for Him, but all knowledee of Him und all 
Interest in Ffim. At firet by hie actions and 
then by worde—passtonat> end. nrofane words— 
he had soueht to convinea the enemies of 
Jesus that He was no more to him than to 
them. It is true he had wept bitterly over 
his sin, and had sought acnin the company 
of the disciples as the only ninace congenial to 
him. He was one of the first to visit the 
S¢pulchrs on the mornine cf the resurrection. 
and at some time during that first day of the 
week \Jesus had met him and had a privaée 
interview with him. 

What passed between them we are not told, 
for the vel] may not be drawn aside froia 
that secret place where a penitent sinner meets 
his. Savior. But we may be sure that on 
Peter’s part there was a tearful. broken- 
hearted confession, and on the Savior's part a 
full and free forgiveness. 

But forgiveness is one thing, while reinstate- 
ment in a placa of honor and trust is quite 
another. Moreover, Peter’s denial of his Lord 
had not been in a corner, but in public. Could 
it be atoned for by a secret confession? Should 
he be allowed to take his old place among 
the disciples altogether unchallenged? This 
would not ‘have been well either for him or 
his brethren. The ground of his restoration 
must be made manifest, and the wisdom and 
righteousness of it vindicated. The Savior would 
have no cloud ef doubt resting upon the rela- 
tion between Him and His disciple. He would 
clear away all possibility of misunderstanding 
and mistake. He would leave no room for self- 
deception on Peter's j}art or suspicion on the 
part of his brethren. Hence the trying ordeal 
to which He here subjectel him—probing his 
ear again and again with this insistent chal- 
linge of his leve. Then, when He had heard 
from Peter’s iips this earnest and thrice-re- 
peated avowal of love as an offset to his 
threefold denial of Him, the controversy be- 
tween them was forever closed. Openly and 
without reserve the erring disciple was re- 
stored to the place which he had forfeited by 
his sin. This dealing with Peter was not 
exceptional. It is so that the Master useth 
to deal with his disciples. The challenge which 
he addressed to Peter is a standing challenge. 
It is one which confronts us all, and never, 
as it seems to me, more pointedly than on cc- 
casions like the present. We are assembled 
in this appointed place of meeting with one 
another, and with the Master, in the lope 
of seeing His face, of holding fellowship With 
Him, and of receiving His blessing and guid- 
ance for the future. Can we do better in 
this opening service than to seek, each one 
for himself, to repeat the interview which is, 
to allow this question from the 
Master’s ‘lips to search our hearts as it 
searcheé the heart of Simon Peter: then to 
send back such response as His grace my 
enable our woor hearts to make; and then to 
have our ears filled with fresh assurances of 
His gracious acceptance, His generous cont 
in us, and His abicing presence with

It is surely a most re- 
markable demand. It is such as no other in 
the form of man‘has ever dared to make. 
Think of Moses or Isaiah or Paul or John 
claiming not only from his, own generation, 
but from every succeeding generation, @ suU- 
preme love for himself as the highest religious 
duty! It would have been a_ preposterous 
and blasphemous claim. Compliance with such 
a claim would be nothing less than idol- 
atry—a breach of the first commaydment sof 
the Jaw which teaches that God is the only 
proper object of our supreme love. But Jesus 
continually makes the claim, and from Hils 
lips it is. natural and becoming. It is the 
elaim not.cf egotism, but of Delty. This only 
explains it; this only justifies it. He and the 
are one. He that has seen Him has 
Father. He that loves Him loves 
When the affections of a human 
ahout His person they 
are led up surely to the eternal Father. In 
loving Him we love God, and s0 fulfill the 
first and greatest, and all-comprehending re- 
quirement of our holy religion. The affections 
suffer no abasement. They find a worthy ob- 
ject; they rest in their true and divinely ap-

It is the family trait by which all the chil- 
dren of God are distinguished. The fceblest 
babe In Christ has some love for Him. It {fs 
the first fruit of the spirit, one of the earliest 
signs of His gracious prerence and work- 
ing in a human soul. The mast distant back- 
slumbering '!n his breast—dormant 
it may be, but not wholly cxtinct—some remn- 
nant of ‘that love. Mence when Paul would 
embrice all true disciples ir one comprehensive 
benediction, he seys ‘‘Grace be with all them 
that love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity.’’ 
Ani when he wold pronounce their just doom 
upon all others he says, “If any man love not 
the Lord Jesus Christ let him be Anathea.”’ 
So the question, Lovest thou me? ts a sure 
test of discipleship. To ask ‘‘Do I love the 
Lord or no?’’ is to ask, ‘‘Am I His or am I 
not ?°’ 

3. Agiin love for Christ is, as He Himself 
teaches ws, the necessary condition of com- 
munion with Him. In that discourse in the 
upper chamber the night before His cruci- 
fixion He said, ‘‘He that loveth me shall be 
loved of my Father. and I will love Him 
and will manifest myself to Him.’’ There he 
promises a gracious manifestation of Himself 
to those that love Him. The promise is made 
to no others. Such a manifestation is not pos- 
sible to any others. Communion with Christ is 
an impossible experience to the soul who does 
not love Him. His face ts invisible except to 
the eye of love. He is shutout from the heart 
which love does not open. The fullness of our 
communion with Him is measured by the 
atrength and fervor of our love, So that the 
question of the text challenges our prepared- 
ness, our capacity for that ‘‘fellowship of His 
«on Jesus Christ our Lord,” unto which God 
has called us throvgh the gospel. Love is, 30 
to speak, the Christian password. The gates 
leading to spiritual blessedness in the heavenly

approach of love. If we can say with Péter, 
‘Thou knowert al! things, thou knowest that 
I love,”’ then we are admitted into the secret 
pavilion of Hfs presence; He comes in unto ve 
and we unto Him. He sups with us and we 
with Him. ‘‘Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of man the 
things which God hath prepared for them 
that love Him.”’ But if love be lacking, those 
things are hidden from our eéyes, and are 
beyond our reach. We may mingle in the 
holiest scenes, enjoy the highest Christian 
privileges, and take part in the richest Chris- 
‘tlan ordinances, but we are like guests at 
the wedding feast without the wedding gar- 
ment; we have come to the well of salvation, 
but have nothing wherewith to draw. 

4. But the more specific lesson taught by 
our text is that a personal love of Jesus Chriat 
is the supreme qualification for serving Him. 
He vas now on ths eve of His ascension to the 
lather. The work which He had begun He 
was about to leave in the hands of His 
eposties. Should Peter, who had so grievously 
fallen, have a share in that work? Should in- 
terests so precious be entrusted to him? Yes, 
the Savior answers, provided only he sincerely 
loves me. If that be assured the shepherd's 
staff may safeiy be put into his hands, and 
the flock entrusted to his care. Upon that one 
point Peter was tested. The test was thorough 
and severe, but single. Christ asks no other 
security from him than personal devotion to 
Himself. Upon that He is Willing to risk every- 
thing else. When Demosthenes was asked what 
were the three prime requisites for an orator he 
replied: ‘‘The first is action, the second is ac- 
tion, and the third ts action.’’ So our Lord 
here teaches that the first qualification for 
those who would serve Him is love, the second 
is love, and thé third ir love. Many qualifica- 
tions are desirable. This is essential. Without 
it everything else is worthless. The most splen- 
did natural gifts, the most careful training, 
the most approved methods, the busiest ac- 
tivity are of no avail. Preaching with the 
tongues cf nien and angels without love is 
but sounding brass, and a Clanging cymbal. 
Lhe teaching of a sage i3 Dut as water spilt 
upon the gruund. the most beautiful good 
Works are but wasted labor. The caurch at 
Ephesus had many features which her isqrd 
commended. There seems to have been bo e- 
fect in her organization. She abounded in good 
Works, she Was patient and steadfast uncer 
trial, intolerant of false teachers and zeul- 
ous in defense of the truth. 

Just one thing he had against her; she had 
left her first love, and on account of this sin- 
gie, fatal defect, she Was in danger of having 
her candlestick removed from its place. What 
& solemn warning is here for every church! 
Nothing, nothing can compensate for the lack 
of love. It is well to be ““zealously affected’’ 
in defense of the truth; scundness in the faith 
is most important, but the orthodoxy of Paul 
will avail us nothing if it ‘be divorced from 
the spirit of Paul. Nothing !s more impo- 
tent, nothing indeed more deadening in its 
effects than a heartless, perfunctory iteration 
of a “‘form of sound words.’ Truth is effec- 
It is well to 
exercise care as to the form of our organization 
and methods of work, but it is possible to 
have our church machinery modeled in all re- 
spects after the pattern shown us in the word, 
and yet remain motionless and barren of re- 
sults, It is surely well to secure the best 
training of the schools for all who would min- 
ister in holy things. But let it never be for- 
gotten that no man has any fitness for tend- 
ing the lambs and sheep of Christ's flock who 
has not been taught and equipped by the 
Spirit of love. It is a love-prompted, love- 
animated service which is acceptable and 
avalling. 

5. Love for Christ goes far toward supply- 
ing all other defictencies and securing all other 
needful qualifications for service. It insures 
that prime virtue, obedience. ‘“‘If a man love 
Me he will keep My words.’’ Love always 
expresses itself in obedience. Obedience. is 
but its outward form—the dress that it wears. 
It insures spiritual illumination. ‘‘if any man 
will do his will he shall know of the doc- 
trine."" The Spirit shows the things of Christ 
to them that love Him. Not the trained mind, 
but the devoted heart gives the clearest in- 
sight into the deep things of God. As Neander 
was wont to say: “The heart makes the 
theologian.’’ When love chains a man, as it 
chained: Mary of Bethany, at the feet of Jesus 
and opens his ears to the gra is “words that 
come from His lips, that ma as not stray 
far from sound doctrine. It fs when the fire 
of love grows low that clammy error creeps 
in. Love is the most formidable enemy of 
error—the surest extinguisher of heresy.’ Love 
for Christ also insures infallibility that. other 
affection that is like unto it—love for the 
brethren. They are twin affections and cannot 
exist apart. Where there is sincere love for 
Christ there will be obedience to that new 
commandment which He has given us that we 
‘love one another even as He has loved us.” 
Thus it drives out of the heart the spirit of 
the hireling who cares tor the flock for the 
sake of the fleece and flesh, and Inspires 
the spirit of the good shephérd who ‘‘lays 
down his Hife for the sheép.’’ 

6. Again love for Christ furnishes the inspir- 
ation that is needed for earnest, persevering, 
effort in his service. It was 
in mechanics (to borrow an 
illustration from Dr. James Hamilten) to find 
a pendulum which would be of the same 
length in all weather and move at the same 
rate through the heat of summer and cold of 
winter. The problem was solved. By a pro- 
cess of compensation the rod its made to 
lengthen in one way as much as it ¢éon- 
tracts in another, so that the center of mo- 
tion is always the same and you have the 
same number of ,beats on a day in January 
and a day in June. There was a like probs 
lem in religion: To find a motive, a principle 
of action, sure, steady, unvarying, to move 
men to righteous and holy living and to noble, 
unselfish service for God and their fellow 
men. The problem is solved by the gospel. 
The motive is found in that love for Christ 
which is awakened and sustained by the Holy 
Spirit in the believer's soul in response to that 
infinite love wherewith he has loved ua. Oh, 
the restraining power of the love of Christ! 
What has it not influenced men and women 
to dare and do and suffer for His eake? It 
sends them into the vilest slums of our cities, 
to the remotest frontiers, to the loneliest 
island, to the darkest and most distant con- 
tinents of the globe, and holds them there in 
spite of difficulties and discouragements and 
dangers, that they may minister in Christ's 
name to those for whom He died. ‘I have 
but one passion,’’ said Zinzendorf, ‘‘it is He, 
only He.’’ That passion made him the father 
of modern missions. It is the true dynamic, 
the driving force in the life of every Chris- 
tian and of the church. Nothing can 
stand before it. “Go a MIHittle deeper,’’ 


: a French soldier of the old guard to the | 
s who was probing a wound in his breast, 
little deeper and you will find the em- 


peror’’—intimating that in the innermost sanc- 
tuary of his heart the emperor was enshrined. 
It was that spirit which made that old guard 
eo irresistible, and so is the church of Christ 
irresistible in proporticn as all of her mem- 
bers are inspired with a supreme devotion to 
Him. 

It is an unwearying force. When faith 
grows faint and feeble, and hope droops her 
wings, love toils on. It ‘‘endureth all things.’’ 
It is a ‘perennial force—unwasting, undying. 
Neither time nor age, nor circumstances, nor 
death itself can quench it. Browning in his 
poem, ‘‘A Death in the Desert,’’ imagines the 
aged apostle John sinking into his last sleep, 
fr*a which no words nor cordials could arouse 
him. At length one read into his ear the words 
of Christ. 

‘‘T am the resurrection and the life,’". whereat 
he opened his eyes wide at once, sat up of 
himself and: looked at them. Dead to every- 
thing else his ear was still responsive to the 
voice of his Lord. The venerable Professor 
Nitzsch, when he had reached his eightieth 
year, said to a friend: ‘I can no longer see, 
I can no longer hear, I am unable to work, 
but I can still love.’’ ‘‘Love never faileth.’’ 
And so long as one is able to love he its fit 
for service. 

Peter is here forewarned of the time when 
he would have lost the vigor and buoyancy 
of youth; when, instead of girding himself 
and walking whithersoever he would, others 
would bind him and carry him whither he 
would not. But even then, if his heart re- 
mained true to this profession of love which he 
had made, he might glorify. God and render 
to his Master the crowning service of his life 
by dying on a cross fer His sake. 

Fathers and brethren, is there not reason 
to fear that in- some measure we have lost 
the emphasis which our Lord here puts on 
love for Himself? That we have attended 
too much to the outward and visible and too 


little to the inward end spiritual? That we | 


; mony 
| opened on practical electrical questiona, 


have laid strese upon the method rather than 
the spirit; upon the machinery rather than 
the power? And may this not be the secret 
cause of much weakness and failure in our 
service? We have come together with reports 
of another year’s labor as ‘‘fishers of men.”’ 
We meet the challenge from the shore which 
the disciples met: “Children, have you any 
meat?’’ And while our toll has not been al- 
together fruftiess, must We hot confess that 
we have no fesults to show commensurate 
with our opportunities and obligations, or with 
the time and agencies which we\ have em- 
ployed? From all sides complaints are heard 
of . unfruitfulness. Comparatively few have 
been gathered into the kingdom. Many who 
were once numbered with us have, like Demas, 
forsaken us, having loved this present world. 
Others still have @ name to live, but are not 
walking as becometh those “professing godli- 
nese.’’ Can we hold ourselves altogether blame- 
less? May it not be that, as those to whom 
Christ has entrusted the oversight and care 
of ‘His flock, we have not been thoroughly 
furnished for the high task with His own 
required equipment? If as ministers and 
elders we had during the past year gone about 
our duties in the pulpit, the Sabbath school, 
the homes and fields and shops of our people 
with hearts all aglow with a consuming love 
for Christ, who can doubt but that today we 
would have larger results to lay at His blessed 
feet? Then let us seek to learn anew the 
lesson of love. Let us seek to be baptized 
afresh with the spirit of love. Let us be more 
in communion with our Lord. Love grows 
by communing with fts object. Let our love 
for Him find continued expression in service. 
Love gains strength by serving its object. And 
above all let us pray that the Holy Spirit 
may give us such a view of the love of 
Christ for us that our cold hearts may be 
quickened to some worthy responsé.

BOYNTON IS IN COMMAND. 


Has Been Appointed by General Gor- 
don as Brigadier General of the 
Western Georgia Brigade. 
James S. Boynton, of Griffin, has been 
appointed by General J. B. Gordon, as 
brigadier general commanding the west- 
ern brigade, Georgia division, United 
Confederate Veterans, vice General W. 
S. Shepherd, who resigned after his 

election at the annual state reunion. 

The “ppointment of General Boynton is 
the subject of a general order, No. 233, 
and issued May 15th, from headquarters 
at New Orleans by General George Mouwr- 
man, adjutant general and chief of staff, 
by order of General John B. Gordon, coms 
manding. The general order follows:

Boynton, of Griffin, Ga., bmig- 
adier general commanding western Geor- 
gia brigade, Georgia division, vice Brig- 
adier General W. S8S. Shepherd, who re- 
signed after his election at the annual 
State reunion. 

‘Brigadier General Boynton !s appoint- 
ed to serve until the next regular election 
is held in the Georgia division. 

“Brigadier General Boynton will ifm- 
mediately enter upon the dutles of his 
office, and will be obeyed and respected 
accordingly.

Our spinners are now realizing the check to 
trade to which we called your attention some 
two months agd, as then on the eve of becom- 
ing a factor of great importance, and worthy 
of careful consideration. They find themselves 
amply supplied with cotton for the remainder 
of this season, and we find a tendency among 
holders to ship cotton here for delivery upon 
contract at the high premium on the immedi- 
ate delivery... In Manchester, trade cannot be 
expected to improve until the fearful disaster 
which has overtaken Indla is relieved. Lan- 
cashire has been loath to believe there could 
be any change in trade conditions, but it Its 
not possible that such a disaster to her best 
customer could do otherwise than reduce the 
demand for her output of cotton manufactures. 

We must, therefore, look to the new crop 
for such advices as will revive the speculation 
in cotton. Everyone knows the visible supply 
is the smallest for many years, and that any 
change in crop reports will bring a rapid 
advance.

CORN HELD ITS OWN 


Opened Firm and Higher but Late 
Eased Off. 


SYMPATHIZED WITH \WHEAT 


Wheat Declined on Predictions of 
Rain in the Northwest—Wheat 
Steady with Demand Fair. 


Chicago, May !7.—With the prediction of rain 
in the northwest today came a price fall *in 
wheat, July closing %@% under yesterday. 
Corn and oats closed unchanged and provisions 
unchanged to 7%c lower. 

The trade in wheat throughout the session 
Was about as quiet as a Quaker meeting. The 
opening was firm because Liverpool was a 
little higher, but later the weather man said 
conditions pointed to rain'in the thirsty north- 
west and wheat shrank in value. July opened 
at 66%@66%c and touched 66%c, turned tall 
and slid down to 66%c with very little sup- 
port. Traders were inclined to see nothing 
serious in the continued precipitation of mols- 
ture in the southwest and harkened to The 
Price Current opinion that the past week had 
been, with a few exceptions, favorable to the 
crop. The close—July %@%c under yesterday 
at 667c—was barely steady. That the close 
was not at the bottom was probably due to 
the corn firmness during the last half of the 
@ay. Primary receipts were 343,000 bushels 
compared with 314,000 bushels last year. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth 255 cars against 259 
last week and 263 a year ago. Receipts here 
were 28 cars, none of contract grade. Clear- 
ances in wheat and flour were equal to 940,- 
000 bushels. The shipping demand was slack 
and New York reported only 9 loads taken for 
ex#ort. 

The corn market was somewhat irregular, 
there being apots of weakness and others of 
strength. The greater number of the local 
speculators were contributors to the weakness, 
while the heaviest of the traders were largely 
responsible for the strength. The opening was 
firm on higher cables, but shortly afterwards 
the market turned weak, many selling in sym- 
pathy with the wheat decline. Later, after va- 
rious nervous demonstrations, the price was 
carried back to where it was at the close last 
night. July rold between 37%4%38%¢38%c, 
closing firm and unchanged from yesterday at 
38c. Receipts here were 357 cars. 

The trade in oats was not important and 
the fluctuations throughout showed the influ- 
ence of corn. The crop prospect was reported 
favorable. July sold between 22@22%c, clos- 
i:g firm and unchanged from yesterday at 
22%9@22%c. Receipts 139 cars. 

Provisions opened lower because hog receipts 
were large and prices at the yards softer, but 
held steady after the first concession, there 
being a fair demand and a better export in- 
quiry. July pork sold between $1 1.72%@11.80
